I am doing it not as 
an unbeliever, but as one dissatisfied with the methods in 
vogue and the results obtained. 

Let’s quit making a fascinating puzzle of the tubercu- 
losis question, and instead of simply shaking the box in 
impatience let us either put this puzzle on the shelf, or 
change the rules so we can touch it with the hand. 

Without questioning the motives of any man, I am 
afraid that the authorities at the head of our state and 
federal agricultural departments, and our veterinary clin- 
ics as well, have unconsciously reached a position where 
they regard the official control of bovine tuberculosis 
as a kind of puzzle that each would honestly like to solve, 
and I really believe that they see no injustice in trying 
out their different theories on your cattle with you bear- 
ing the financial loss. 

Now, is bovine tuberculosis a public question? Is it 
a question that vitally interests a very large percentage 
of the people of the United States? Does it come in the 
same category with the presidential election, the raising 
of an army, and the control of our public schools, or is it 
purely a livestock question and of primary interest to the 
livestock owners and to be classed with contagious abor- 
tion, garget and how to raise the interest on the mort- 
gage? Is it a question for the public to solve and of suffi- 
cient importance to the public so that they are entitled to 
solve it without regard to the rights and preferences of 
the individual owner or is it for the livestock man to 
solve as he sees fit? Personally, I believe it is a question 
for the livestock man to solve and that our official actions 
should be educational and advisory. 

Send a corps of trained men throughout the country 
to advise with the stock men and to assist them if they 
desire to eliminate tuberculosis from their herds. Put the 
responsibility up to the stock man himself, but do not 
attempt any official control. 

tou may reply that the children in our cities would 
be given milk from tubercular animals, and that is un- 
doubtedly true, and today probably not one per cent of the 
milk sold in New York City is from regularly tuberculin 
tested cows. You may fear that they would be shipping 
tubercular animals from one state to another. What of it? 
Ohio is no better than New York, nor yet is Wisconsin 
better than Ohio. Every state has tuberculosis, and the 
fact that individual animals might cross the lines of polit-

ical subdivisions of our country is in itself of little con- 
sequence. 

We got our idea of official control of tubercu- 
losis by means of the test from Europe. We got our idea 
demanding tuberculin test for interstate shipments from 
Europe. We got the Bang method from Europe. We got 
the tuberculin test itself from Europe, and the idea that 
bovine tuberculosis might be transmitted to the human 
all came from Europe, and Europe to a large extent has _ 
been compelled to pass the whole question back to the © 
stock man. 

In America the control of contagious abortion has 
been left to the individual owner. It is admittedly more 
violently contagious than tuberculosis. It has, however, 
no record of crime on our official books and is today being 
more successfully combated. 

A great mistake has been that tuberculosis has been 
handled as a question half public. 

It is a public question when our state sends to the 
city exhibits showing photographs and preserved speci- 
mens of the most revolting cases of tuberculosis possible 
to find. It is a public question when the same exhibit ad- 
vertises the livestock industry by showing to the con- 
sumers of milk first the emaciated tubercular cow, bein 
milked by the hollow-cheeked, coughing farmer, this mille 
going to the city to be drunk by the skeleton-like child 
whose funeral party is the last picture of the series. It 
is a public question when it demands that your animals 
be tuberculin tested before they can be offered for sale, 
—_ in many cases before their products can be offered for 
sale. 

But, and here is a great weakness of this system, it 
is a private question when it comes to standing the losses 
and paying the bills. 

Is it any wonder that the stock man does not agreé 
with this point of view? Could you expect his co-opera- 
tion? Is there any other class of men on earth who would 
for so long have stood this public tax on their business— 
a tax that even the overawed peasantry of Europe would 
not stand for? How long would a partnership stand 
where >ne partner, unrestricted, personally dictated its 
oh policy and the other partner personally paid all the 
bills 

What can we expect in the way of tuberculosis eradi- 
cation when the method employed is publicly dictated 
and the matter of standing the losses and paying the bills 
is a private matter? When in the history of civilization 
did any such arrangement ever succeed? Any business, 
even the livestock business, so handicapped is bound 
sooner or later to succumb. ; : 

Is this matter of tuberculosis control a vital public 
question all through? If the United States really wants 
to eliminate tuberculosis officially, it can be done by pay- 
ing the price and that’s the only way it cam be done. Ap- 
prize each animal before applying the test, at its_ real 
market value, whether it be $10 or $10,000, and if it re-_ 
acts, kill it and pay for it a hundred cents on the dollar. 
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If it is right for the public to destroy your cattle or de- 
stroy their value in the interests of the public welfare, it 
is right that the public shall pay the bill. Any policy that 
does anything but equalize this burden is a class policy or 
in this case an anti-class policy, and class legislation and 
class policy is something that America does not stand for. 

Give this serious consideration before you lend your 
approval to any scheme that takes away from you the con- 
trol of your business or which places on your shoulders an 
unequal nortion of the public burden. 

In spite of honest and earnest endeavors for over 
a long term of years, there is as much or more bovine 
tuberculosis in America today as there ever was. I be- 


Letters on the 


HE World has received in the past week the follow- 
a ing four letters on the matters now under such serious 

discussion by the members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. They are written by prominent 
breeders actively identified with the progress of the breed 
and should have thoughtful consideration at our hands. 

In the last issue of the World we outlined for con- 
sideration a letter written by Mr. Houghton, and at that 
time stated that this letter would be given more careful dis- 
cussion in the current issue. The space at our command 
at present, however, precludes more than brief mention of 
Mr. Houghton’s unfortunate missive which has had quite 
general attention by this time and we believe that the in- 
terest of readers will be better served by the presentation 
of these new thoughts. 

Many of the charges brought by Mr. Houghton in 
this letter are not borne out by the facts at the command 
of the World, as a brief outline will show. Readers are 
referred to the letter in auestion published on page 16 of 
the World of April 27th, and are asked to compare it with 
these statements. None of the men referred to in_ the 
opening paragraph were asked to attend the dinner. They 
were not consulted by Mr. Field nor did they talk with 
him regarding it. Mr. Field himself is authority for this 
statement. Neither Mr. Mace nor Mr. Price was present 
at the meeting, nor were they invited to attend, Mr. Price 
being at that time in the middle west and having no knowl- 
edge of the meeting until two days after it had been con- 
cluded. 

The reasons why Mr. Field is in charge of the work 
of the literary committee have already been set forth in 
the World. Mr. Cleare has never, to the very best of our 
knowledge and belief, said one word that might be con- 
strued in such manner as to make it even appear that he 
has been sowing dissension on his speaking trips and the 
World stands ready to be corrected on this matter if any 
such statements can be brought to light. 

Mr. Houghton is, we believe, very properly charged 
with lack of co-operation with Mr. Cleare, and if he will 
produce the records of his conferences with Mr. Cleare on 
the work of the extension department, we believe our 
statements will be fully borne out. 


We wonder if Mr. Field does object to Mr. Houghton’s 
owning the Register. No record of it has appeared in 
evidence. He is an advertiser in it. If the World under- 
Stands this part of the differences of opinion which may 
exist between Mr. Houghton and Mr. Field correctly, 
what Mr. Field does object to is his devoting time to the 
Register and Sales companv that should be given over 
to his work as secretary. That is a reasonable objection, 
and in view of the opportunities that exist for development 
work by the secretary working 1n co-operation with the 
extension department, the World is compelled to carry the 
same opinion as Mr. Field. 

Passing over paragraphs in Mr. Houghton’s letter re- 
lating to the reputation of the organization, to certain 
vicious statements alleged to have been made by Mr. 
Houghton’s opposition, and the paragraph regarding the 
association’s new building at Brattleboro, we read that 
Stevens Brothers have fought Mr. Houghton for many 
years; that the father, Henry Stevens, tried to have one 
of his sons displace him in 1895; and that Stevens Broth- 
ers started the World to further their ends in this respect 
as well as their breeding business.

The Houghton letter is not a credit to him. Its 
statements are not based on fact and its appeal is to pas- 
sion and jealousy rather than to reason and logic, 

The letters we are publishing this week come from 
F, 1H. Stevens, who is a regular contributor to the World, 
from Mr. Field, and two are from Mr. Arfmann, a sup- 
porter of Mr. Houghton. Both Mr. Field’s and Mr. Stey- 
ens’ letters present arguments that deserve consideration, 
Regarding Mr. Field’s suggestion as to the wisdom of se- 
lecting the secretary and superintendent of Advanced 
Registry through the board, we have already been re- 
corded. Mr. Stevens presents a matter that should also 
be carefully thought over. Mr. Stevens’ letter is the kind 
of discussion that should be taking place at this moment 
instead of the personal attacks that are being made, An 
appeal was made last week in the World for this kind of 
discussion and a letter from Professor Dodge of Connect- 
icut in the current World also voices the wish for a dis- 
cussion of policies. 

Here is Mr. Field’s letter: 


I have read with interest the editorial in your issue of April 13th, 
regarding the necessity of a change in the secretary’s office, I want 
to express my hearty approval of the sentiment you have conveyed in 
this timely editorial. 

There is an increasingly strong sentiment amonst the progressive 
breeders of Holstein cattle that the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has assumed the proportions of a very large business, As 
such, it is necessary to abandon what I mght call “one-horse” 
methods and adopt the methods in use by other big business enter- 
prises. 

There is no big business enterprise that I know of that does not 
leave the selection of its employes to its board of directors, The em- 
pioyes stould be selected by the directors, to whom they should be 
responsible for their actions. In turn, the directors should be respon- 
sible to the members of the association. 

I understand there is a movement on to have the by-laws changed 
so that this business method of handling the affairs of this big busi- 
ness—the Holstein-Friesian Association of America—can, be empl 
I am heartily in accord with such a movement and believe that such 
a change would not only be of the greatest benefit to the association, 
but is a vital necessity in these strenuous times in the dairy world. 

I hope that every member that can be present at the annual 
meeting in June at Milwaukee will view this matter in the right 
light and vote for the proposed change in the by-laws, and that every 
member who can not be present will place his proxy in the of 
some member in whom he has full confidence, who will vote to make 
this change, for in my judgment as a_ director for the past mine 
years, it is absolutely necessary that this change should be made if 
our association is to grow and become the power in the dairy 
that it should.—Fred F. Field.

From the foregoing bit of history, it will be seen 
that not only did the same arguments now used 
against Mr. Houghton apply in the case of Mr. Wales 
during the final years of his regime, but Mr. Wales 
and his adherents made exactly the same charges 
against Mr. Houghton and his friends that Mr. Hough- 
ton is now presenting against those who believe he 
should be replaced by someone better qualified for 
the important office during the period of opportunity 
that lies before us. We believe the cases present a 
very close parallel. No one questions that Mr. 
Houghton has done great service in helping to build 
up the association and make it what it is today. The 
same thing held true of Mr. Wales in his day. Twenty- 
five years ago the association stood at the threshold of 
a new era of growth and prosperity. Mr. Wales failed 
in breadth of vision to make the most of the oppor- 
tunity. He was replaced by Mr. Houghton and time 
has vindicated the wisdom of the change. Today we 
are at the gateway of another era in the development 
of our breed and the usefulness of our association, and 
again, if we are to take full advantage of the oppor- 
tunity, we must bring into this important office new 
blood, new ideas, and a broader outlook on the future. 
In short, we believe that Mr. Houghton has now ful- 
filled his mission for the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, just as Mr. Wales fulfilled his nearly a 
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aby of tah ago. Therefore, entirely

The World and the Record stand in practical] 
complete agreement in this matter, although the | 
ter is not owned by Stevens Brothers, but, in ae 
by their closest business rivals both in the sale ee 
ness, in which they have large interests and in the 
publication of Holstein newspapers, Breeders ha 
often stated that the two publications should be 
one; that the forces of the two should be combined 
and that the interests of the breed would best be 
served by such an arrangement. Here is a case 
where they have combined, and, like the combina- 
tion sought by the breeders themselves, here is a 
case where both are working for what they deem 
the best interests of the breed. 

_ The World is assuming from the editorial, from 
which the above quotation is taken, that the mo- 
tives of the Record in this matter are like ours, Such 
being the case, the reason may be easily explained 
Both publications recognize a condition which ex- 
ists to the detriment of the logical advancement of 
the breed. And both believe that those conditions 
can be remedied, should be remedied, and that it is 
to the common interest of the publications, the cow 
they represent and the breeders themselves, for the 
papers to work for such’ remedial measures as seem 
most feasible. From a financial standpoint, neither 
publication expects to gain with Mr. Houghton out 
of the office of secretary, as it might then be pos- 
sible for him to devote more of his personal atten- 
tion to the Holstein-Friesian Register. 

How these papers come to recognize such con- 
ditions and be in a position to pass some measure 
of trustworthy comment upon them, carries also a 
logical, reasonable explanation. Representatives of 
both papers are traveling constantly in Holstein 
territories, talking constantly with Holstein breed- 
ers all over the land and receiving daily a great 
number of letters bearing upon every subject that 
touches Holstein breeding and the Holstein cow. 
The editors of both papers are in touch with senti- 
ment all over the country, know where the new ter- 
ritories lie, what is being done to develop them and 
the means being employed. They get light from 
many different angles upon the very subjects now 
under discussion, and, while it must be inferred un- 
der no consideration that the publications claim the 
right or privilege of speaking for the breeders when 
they are deciding such important questions, it must 
not be denied that the publications and their editors 
have some right to the expression of their views in 
these matters with the object of influencing public 
sentiment, and that sinister motives ought not to be 
ascribed to the publications unless the facts bear 
out fully enough to warrant such statements. 

It is not because Mr. Houghton is editor of the 
Register that these stands are taken. It is because 
the editors are considering the broader aspects of 
a breed paper’s province, which is to give to its con- 
stituents the very best service of which the editors 
are capable, regardless of what people who do not 
stop to think may say about such actions. The 
World believes that, in the main, these positions are 
understood. 

The editor of the World would like to make one 
further statement in this matter bearing upon the 
ownership and management of the World. He is 
not a rubber stamp. It is unfair to say, either dt 


rectly or indirectly, that the stand the World takes — 
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. shie matter is influenced in any way by Stevens 
Pers. The editor of the World has too —_ 
confidence in their judgment to believe that . ne 
would try to dictate the policy of a project, and, a 
the same time, make one man responsible for ve 
success or failure. And the editor of the Wor : 
would not assume responsibility for the conduct o 
it and leave its policy and management to others. 
Let us hope that it will not be necessary to inflict 
this personal matter upon our readers again. Let it 
be understood once for all. 
The platform upon which the World stands 1s, 
in brief, that we believe this association should dele- 
ate to the board of directors the control of its chief 
executive officers—the secretary and superintendent 
of Advanced Registry—by giving that board, through 
an amendment, the power of choosing them and thus 
completing reforms which were started when the 
by-laws were put into effect. We further believe 
that Secretary Houghton should give way to a dif- 
ferent man for these reasons: 
He is not in sympathy with the above reform, 
which must appeal to every thinking man. 
He cannot, therefore, co-operate with the board ot 


directors, and, in fact, this controversy has grown out 
of his gradually curtailed power at the hands of the 
board. E ; 

He does not co-operate with the extension or pub- 
licity department in the very important and necessary 
work it is doing. , 

While he has been instrumental, with the co-op- 
eration of the board, in building up the routine of the 
office and in establishing its records, that phase of 
the work is now closed; and, since Mr, Houghton is 
not, unfortunately, one who can carry out the im- 
portant development work which lies ahead, we are 
sincere in stating that the interests of the breed will 
in our opinion be best served bv delegating his office 
to another. 


The first item above mentioned is a statement 
that we must deduce from the expressed opinion of 
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some of his followers; and, if Mr. Houghton has a 
different view regarding this matter, the World will ~ 
be glad to have him set us right. The second item 
is a deduction that naturally would: be made from 
the first, and the third item is a statement of fact 
that the records will bear out. 

The fourth item deserves further explanation. 
In the development of any plan, project or organi- 
zation, different types of leaders or captains are — 
needed in different stages. T. B. Wales filled the 
bill in our first stage of development. Mr. Hough-. 
ton succeeded, and his orderly and critical mind 
played its part, in making possible our present sys- 
tem of records. But that phase of the work is done 
now. The carrying on of that routine we deem to 
be a matter of good clerical assistance, under the 
direction of a secretary who shall give that work 
but a small part of his time and who shall spend a 
large share of it in development work. That assist- — 
ant should be responsible to his chief, the secretary, — 
for the records of the association. It would be obs ‘a 
viously unjust to Mr. Houghton to ask him to con- 
tinue as the keeper of the records, and place another _ 
man above him as secretary. But, at the same time,’ 
we cannot bring ourselves to believe that these op- 
portunities should be passed up. The interests of 
the members of the association are too much at stake 
in these serious times in the dairy industry of today. — 
We must be looking ahead.

With such ancestors it would seem 
only natural that Superba Palmyra 
should inherit a marvelous ability to 
produce. One thing which will be 
noted in connection with her record 
is her unusually high production of 
milk. She averaged over 93 pounds 
daily during the seven days.

The welfare of the 
association is the only matter that 
should be considered, and it seems to 
me that steps should be taken at once 
to swing the public opinion of the 
association from a discussion of per- 
sonalities which always develop 
anger, prejudiced thinking and enmi- 
ties that may smoulder for years in- 
to a discussion of the principles which 
the association should stand for as 
best likely to contribute to the persist- 
ent growth of the organization

‘annot the or elp in this 
aoe for light and strength by 
opening its columns to a considerable 
discussion of what the future policies 
of the association should be, inviting 
a number of the best known breeders 
to take a leading part in such a dis-.

Would not such a course help the 
many members who come in contact 
with the association only in recording 
and transferring cattle and who are 
asked yearly to give their proxies for 
the annual meeting without any 
knowledge of the purpose for which 
they are to be used? 

Ought we not to be voting first for 
policies and secondly for men _ to 
carry out those policies? What are 
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the policies for which the association 
stands? Are the policies now being 
promoted opportunist plans or are 
they so framed that the later super- 
structure. will have a strong founda- 
tion no part of which is so weak as to 
retted? 

ote Lea the policies of the offi- 
cers in reference to finance, to pub- 
licity, to extension work and a few 
other matters, but what lines of prog- 
ress are recommended to increase the 
significance of the breed as dairy ani- 
mals. Along what lines should semi- 
official work be developed? Should 
new classes be established, as for in- 
stance for cows that have carried a 
calf during a certain number of 
months of a 305- or 365-day test? 
Would it be advisable for the asso- 
ciation to develop publicity in refer- 
ence to semi-official work?

Should the minimum standards for

rates for A. R. O. work be revised in 
light of recent experiences? 

Do the directors have any sys- 
tematic plans for effective propaganda 
work directed toward certain defin- 
able ends? Should the association, by 
silence at least, approve the ever in- 
creasing use of superlatives? 


Should the board of directors 
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through committees endeavor to 

with Holstein and other publicarionti 
making all pertinent propaganda work 
unified, directed towards the ends es- 
tablished as policies for the breed, ac- 
curate, stimulating and constructive? 

These are but a few points of pass- 
able policy that came to my mind at 
the moment. All similar suggestions 
of a constructive nature should, it 
would seem, be considered by the 
board of directors and adopted, not 
item by item, but as parts of a well- 
thought out progressive series of poli- 
cies. 

These policies should be made defi- 
nite, concise, clear and forceful and 
put out as the “creed” of the asso- 
ciation for which every member could 
intelligently work. 

With a creed our association could 
become unified, each member could 
feel a working part of the organiza- 
tion, and the association would stand 
for definite things in the dairying 
world in which there is some com- 
petition. 

Can we not have a discussion of 
what the policies should be and of the 
relative responsibility of the members, 
the board of directors, the executive 
committee and the secretary in de- 
veloping and carrying out the policies 
of the association? 

The dairying world “do move,” and 
to keep in the front ranks we need 
to grow with, or better ahead of, the 
times. Every member perhaps could 
be a better booster, if he knew that 
for which to boost, and could push 
for ideals as well as for immediate re- 
sults.—Richard E. Dodge, Connecti- 
cut.

To popularize dairying among the 
younger generations throughout the 
entire country means the practical 
and scientific development of an effi- 
cient army of dairymen in whose 
hands lies the problem of developing 
the dairy industry to its highest de- 
gree. In order to properly nourish 
our rapidly increasing population and 
in that way contribute our share to 
the general welfare of the human race, 
the dairy industry must be encouraged 
and developed and the logical place 
to encourage and develop any indus- 
try is among those upon whose 
shoulders rests the responsibility of 
carrying the burden. 

In recognizing community devel- 
opment as one of the leading objects 
of the calf club movement, we should 
include all factors essential to a good 
community. Unfortunately it is next 
to impossible in communities to de- 
velop a co-operative spirit among the 
older inhabitants. Every parent, 
however, has a greater interest in his 
sons and daughters and if it is pos- 
sible to develop unity of action 
among the younger people the old 
folks will join in the activities. When 
the boys of a community are called 
together they vote on the breed of 
dairy cattle they prefer. The ma- 
jority rules and in a good many cases 
the boys are actually responsible for 
dveloping one breed in the commu- 
nity.

Previous to the organization of one 
of the first calf clubs in Minnesota, 
five different breeds were kept for 
dairying but when a calf club was or- 
ganized it didn’t take the community 
jong to get behind the dairy breed 
selected by the youngsters. 
Experience teaches us. that there 
isn't a better method of reclaiming 
rundown communities than to initiate 
the dairy business. Our most, pros- 
perous communities dairy, and invari- 
ably dairying is the main occupation 
on highest priced land. ; 

The calf club idea, according to 
our best dairy authorities, originated 
in Minnesota several years ago. The 
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plan proved effective but did not re- 
ceive national recognition until 1917. 
During the year of 1917 hundreds of 
calf clubs were organized in all parts 
of America. Missouri and_ Illinois 
lead with about 75 clubs each. Iowa, 
while not having many clubs, is doing 
the most effective work because of 
the follow-up work initiated through 
the various state dairy associations. 
A large number of the states have 
recognized the influence of calf clubs 
in popularizing dairying and give it 
the leading place in the activities of 
the year. : ; 
Practically every state in the union 
can boast of a well organized calf 
club. ¥ 
Organization of calf club “gangs 
without purpose or direction; fake 
organizations by some bankers to get 
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a high rate of interest on money 
loaned boys; absence of definite or- 
ganization with able leadership and 
follow-up work; personal glory: self- 
ishness; speculation; encouraging 
boys to sell calves; tuberculosis; abor- 
tion; fake pedigrees; graft; inferior 
business methods; breed disputes; 
young calves; improper care, breed- 
ing, feeding and management of fe- 
males; purebred machines in grade 
hands—all these undesirable negative 
factors enter into the calf club move- 
ment. 

Each of the above conditions is a 
story in itself and until the “Kaiser- 
ism of Calf Clubdom” is entirely elim- 
inated, or at least reduced, little sub-

The club movement has a fare 
ture because the dairy cow has a great 
future. Her future exists (1) because 
she is the most economical Producer 
of human food; (2) the increased con- 
sumption of dairy products: (3) be- 
cause she is the backbone of construc 
tive agriculture. From the fact that 
she is found in all highly developed 
communities and associated with 
highly specialized men is conclusive 
evidence of her superior place in the 
general scheme of a profitable agri- 
culture. 

The state dairy association should 
be the sponsor of the movement in all 
communities within the state. The 
incentive for community enterprise 
very rarely comes from within but 
when the incentive is incorporated in 
local communities it should receive 
spirited co-operation from the very 
best local dairy interests already es- 
tablished. In case the dairy interest 
is just being created, farm bureaus, 
commercial clubs, or banks should 
take the initiative. 

A representative of the state dairy 
association or official representative 
of the college of agriculture should 
call a joint conference of the cream- 
ery interests, the farm bureau, or the 
commercial club and establish a defi- 
nite calf club policy including the f- 
nancial arrangements, the appoint- 
ment of local calf club leader, set the 
date and formulate publicity for a big 
community gathering to be held in 
the near future for the purpose of ex- 
plaining the calf club idea in detail 
and securing signed applications for 
calves. 

The financing of calf clubs should 
be put on a purely business basis im 
order to te.ch the boy the respons 
bilities and obligations that attend the 
borrowing of money. The note should 
bear a legal rate of interest for 4 
year’s time subject to renewal and en- 
dorsed by the father. Calves should 
be insured to avoid the element of 
risk. 

Purebred calves can be introduced 
with safety into an already established 
purebred environment or an environ 
ment that gives considerable purebred 
promise. It is highly impractical to 
expect an inexperienced boy of 
to properly breed, feed, care, and man- 
age a highly bred dairy machine. 

A grade calf club is not to be en- 
couraged where prospects are & 
for a successful venture with purebr 
animals. The question of grades oF 
purebreds should be decided by the 
council under whose auspices the ¢ 
is being organized and not left to the 
decision of the members.

It is difficult to accept this explana- 
tion, however, when by the conditions 
of agreement under which the com- 
mission sets the prices, all market 
conditions including surplus must be 

taken into consideration. 

It looks now as if there would be 
serious trouble with certain of the 
dealers. The Dairymen’s League has 
wished to avoid trouble because the 
country is at war and because mar- 
ket conditions are bad. For this rea- 
son every’ effort has been made to 
allow the Federal Milk Commission 
to fix prices. The league went so far 
as to accept the price set by the com- 
mission for April milk which is be- 
low the cost of production. It is will- 
ing to accept the commission’s prices 
for May but, of course, cannot do so 
if the dealers will not also. 

As the situation now stands, re- 
sponsibility for trouble rests square- 
ly on the shoulders of certain deal- 
ers, and if the league is vubliged to 
withhold the milk from any of the 
dealers May Ist, it is likely to have 
the sympathy of the Federal Food 
Administration which appointed the 
Federal Milk Commission for this 
district. 

The milk situation was the chief 
topic of discussion at every one of 
the nine hundred meetings of league 
branches held Saturday.—The Dairy- 
men’s League, Inc.

ELL, it’s garden time again and wife and the girls are getting ready to make some 40- 
W in garden sass—according to the spirited conversations and arguments they are having 

every day. Last year we had a war garden and my family were just as proud of the 
matoes and peas and beans and Golden Bantam as they are when we tack a good one onto the dairy strj 
The girls (that goes for wife, too), say they are going to plant three times the usual space if I plow it, aud 
they bought about a ton of the best quality seed, to prove it, early in the spring. Maybe it isn’t ~ 
farm, but when the garden used to be left to me the girls said it was a shame the way it was neglected. 
way, every time I started out with the best intentions in the world to hoe everything out slick and cl 
something would come up to call me to farther fields—and the weeds consequently beat the vegetables to it, 
But since mother and the girls have taken such matters into their own hands, I must : 
better, also cheaper, and our garden is the envy of all the neighbors. Last year the women set out a nice 
big asparagus bed and we expect to enjoy the fruits thereof in a month or two. Maybe you know of some- 
thing that tastes better in the spring than asparagus seasoned with plenty of cream and a fresh loaf of bread 
and butter—but my imagination stops right there. The only possible equals of asparagus are the first big, red, 
dewy strawberries—and the farm that hasn’t got a patch of both wild and cultivated is only half a farm. 
Mother has been nursing some thrifty young tomato plants for a couple of months back—trotting ’em from 
window to window to get all the sun, and they certainly look now as if we’d be enjoying several bushels 


Then I heard the girls talking about putting half the farm into Golden Bantam sweet corn as we all 
have a weakness that way. The surplus they are going to present to village friends. They are going to raise 
celery and swisschard and kohl-rabi (a cross between a turnip and cabbage, I learn), also spinach and beets 
We don’t have very good luck with muskmelons in our vicinity but the girls say they’re going to make ’em 
behave themselves this year.

Are you going to insure yourself 
against a shortage of feed next win- 
ter by buying this summer? Fail- 
ure on your part to do this may 
mean dairying at a loss whereas a 
supply of the necessary feeds, even 
though high priced, puts your herd on 
a paying basis. 

One association reports a member 
who thought he could not afford to 
feed his cows any of the high priced 
feeds. The association records show 
that it cost him more to produce 100 
pounds of milk than it did any other 
member of the association. 
words it turned out to be a. costly 
proposition for him to take the grain 
ration away from his cows. Are you 
making the mistake of feeding too 
much or too little of your various 
feeds at hand?

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A LETTER ON TUBERCULOSIS 
CONTROL. 


Since the pamphlet was sent out by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America (in reference to growing up a 
healthy herd of cattle) entitled “The 
Fred F. Field Method of Eradicating 
Tuberculosis in Cattle,’ I have had 
many personal letters from prominent 
breeders and visitors at Dutchland 
Farms to investigate the method 
which we have worked out so success- 
fully in growing up a healthy herd. 

One of the letters I received was 
from a very prominent breeder in our 
association (a gentleman of high 


standing, whose veracity no one would 


question), and I asked his permission 
to publish in detail his last letter to 
me on the subject of tuberculosis and 
the tuberculin test, which has been 
granted but with the understanding 
that his name shall not be used pub- 
licly. 

The writer of this letter found, as 
I did, that while the subcutaneous test 
is valuable, implicit reliance cannot be 
placed in it alone. 

Everything that throws light upon 
this important subject of eradicating 
tuberculosis in our dairy cows should 
be of value at this time. I have, there- 
fore, secured the consent of the writer 
of this letter to have his experience 
published. 

“I will say that for ten years my 
herd has consisted of an average of 
20.cows and 20 head of younger stock. 
I have tested regularly with the sub- 
cutaneous method since 1900. 

“In January of 1912 I bought 17 
head at the public auction, and my 
troubles with tuberculosis date from 
that time. Beginning with my first 
test four months after these cattle 
were tested for the sale, two reacted. I 
have tested 10 times within six years 
and three months, not oftener than 
six months apart, nor longer than 12 
months between tests, except the last 
one. Three months were allowed to 
elapse between the last two tests. 

“During that period, there were only 
three tests out of the 10 in which | 
did not get one to six reactors. 
These were immediately slaughtered. 
No new stock was introduced from 
without, excepting three cows, one of 
which subsequently reacted but the 
disease was not far advanced, and she 
was doubtless infected from my herd. 
My reactors numbered from one to 
six, the latter number discovered in 
December of 1917. Thirty days there- 
after I slaughtered two cows because 
one had a bad udder and the other, 
a 12-year-old cow, had refused to 
breed. Both these cows had _ been 
tested nine times in six years without 
a suspicion of reaction. They both 
showed advanced tuberculosis post- 
mortem, although neither had ever re- 
acted to the tuberculin test. One of 
these weighed 1,440 pounds and when 
seen before killing by the government 
inspector, he stated that ‘there was 
certainly a fine beef animal.’ When 
slaughtered she was found to be 
‘rotten.’ No organ of the body was 
free from disease; the lungs broken, 
liver profusely abscessed, all of the 
intestinal, bronchial and_ cervical 
glands apparently being diseased. The 
pericardium was so thickly studded 
with tubercles, from the size of a pea 
to that of an acorn, that -the finger 
could not be placed anywhere on 
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healthy tissue. The heart in its sac, 
with the tubercles studded over it, 
was 18 inches in diameter. No at- 
tempt was made to save any of her 
flesh for food, and I was allowed $10 
for her hide. 

“Alarmed at this finding, together 
with the fact that six of my 30 head 
reacted 30 days before, I tested the 18 
remaining milk cows 100 days later, 
using the eye, skin and subcutaneous 
tests at prescribed intervals between 
the three, injecting nine cc. of 
Cutter’s Tuberculin in all but two; 
in one of those 14 cc. and in the 
other 18 cc. Twelve of the 18 gave 
positive reactions; the cow getting 14 
cc. reacted typically; the one getting 
18 cc. showed no temperature re- 
action, and was not disturbed in any 
way, in appetite or otherwise, by this 
tremendous dose. 

“Beginning our history in April 
1912, with a herd of about 30 over one 
year old, in six years I have had 34 
reactors, although scrupulously 
slaughtering those that reacted with- 
in 24 hours after test. 

“Our cattle have been kept in a 
large corral, sleeping out, of doors 
at least 11 months of the year, the 
corrals have been kept scrupulously 
clean, an absolutely new shelter barn 
has been constructed during that 
time; the earthen floor replaced sev- 
eral times; the milking barn is con- 
crete throughout to the ceiling, with- 
out a sharp angle in it, on the window 
sash or elsewhere; it has been 
scrubbed twice each day and, in 
short, we have used every precaution 
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“This history is i : 
able as a lesson although fal = 
it has destroyed my herd. It

“I am convinced in m i 
the methods you outlined before a 
association last year are well 
grounded in common sense, Th 
veterinary practitioners throughout 
the country have rested content in 
the subcutaneous method alone and 
we have been content to trust th 
matter to them. : 


“I still believe the sube 
injection of tuberculin is our aa 
protection, but am equally convinced 
that it is not enough. The fact that 
two of my cows failed to react, 
one of them for so many years 
that she became a virulent ’ menace 
to the other herd, 66 per cent 
of those that she lived with reacting 
upon test 100 days after she herself 
failed to react from the ninth test in 
six years, would be evidence, if not 
proof, that the subcutaneous method 
is not to be relied upon entirely, un- 
less veterinary practitioners can be 
aroused from their feelings of se- 
curity in the subcutaneous method 
and can be depended upon to go in- 
to the matter and become a little 
more particular if not less theoretical 
in the handling of this matter. 

“My experience convinces me that 
the physical test, so called, is without 
value and breeders should stop talk- 
ing about it and veterinarians who 
trust it should not themselves be 
trusted. ; 

“IT believe all milk fed to calves 
should be pasteurized unless it is 
morally certain that two-year-old 
heifers with first calf are not tubercu- 
lar; their milk could perhaps be used 
for starting calves, but some general 
scheme such as you have outlined 
must be followed for the protection of 
cattle against tuberculosis and addi- 
tional methods of testing must be de- 
vised and added to the old sub- 
cutaneous method which, clearly in 
itself, is not sufficient protection for 
a man who wishes to raise good 
cattle. 

“I am dispersing my herd for what 
it will bring and will take a year at 
least to disinfect and clean up my 
barns and corrals before starting tt 
again.”—Fred F. Field.

Long-time records are given prefer- 
ence in New Zealand and the table 
showing the leaders in the various 
classes, reveals some high figures, 
considering the limited number _ of 
tests which have been made. The 
highest record for butter is found in 
the senior three-year-old class, which 
is 1,074.38 pounds of butter in 365 
days. Second high is that of the 
senior two-year-old just referred to. 
Two other classes possess animals 





within excess of 900 pounds of butter 
in a year, these being the senior year- 
old and the mature class. The aver- 
age yearly production for the seven 
classes is over 725 pounds of butter, 
which is exceptionally good under 
the circumstances. Mr. Parkinson 
also remarked, and it is entirely true, 
that even though other breeds have 
been present longer, and are found 
in larger numbers, the Holsteins have 
easily proved the largest producers.

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COWS IN SUMMER. "4 


Every dairy farmer look F 
to the time when he can aati 
cows on green pasture in the Spring, 
Pasture grass supplies an abundeast 
of succulent feed, and the dairy cow 
ordinarily reaches her best and most 
economical production when tutned 
on it. For this reason W. W. Swett 
of the University of Missouri College 
of Agriculture suggests that er 
dairyman endeavor to. maintain hs 
ditions for his cows as nearly as pos- 
sible like those of early summer. The 
cow should at all seasons receive a 
liberal supply of succulent feed, This 
is comparatively easy to accomplish 
during the winter months by feeding 
corn silage, but the critical time in 
the year is in the middle of summer 
From about the first to the middle of 
July, pastures too often begin to dry 
up, and for a period of about two 
months, depending on the rainfall, 
the pastures do not furnish a yery 
liberal supply of grass. The smail 
amount of grass present is dry and 
not palatable and the cows will not 
eat it readily. At this season the pro- 
duction of the cows is almost sure 
to drop unless some provision is made 
to furnish green succulent feed until 
the silage crop is ready in late Sep- 
tember or until the fall rains revive 
the dried pastures. 


Probably the most satisfactory way 
of providing for this shortage is to 
provide corn silage during the sum- 
mer months. However, if this is not 
possible or feasible this condition can 
be very satisfactory handled by feed- 
ing green feeds or soiling crops dur- 
ing these months. As a rule, one acre 
of soiling crops will produce.as much 
feed as three or four acres of good 
pasture or as much as five or six 
acres of short pasture. One acre will 
produce from six to 15 tons of green 
feed under favorable conditions. The 
average sized cow will eat from 50 
to 60 pounds of such feed a day when 
pastures are scanty. 

By dividing the land to be used for 
soiling crops into sections or plots 
and planting the different crops at 
different times, it is possible to main- 
tain a nearly continuous supply of 
green fodder for the dairy herd. A 
good general plan to be followed is 
to plant Sudan grass about June ? 
at the rate of 16 pounds to the acre. 
This should yield 10 to 15 tons to the 
acre and should be ready for feeding 
from about July 15 to August 1, An 
early maturing variety of soybeans 
planted at the rate of 30 pounds to 
the acre May 30 will be available for 
feeding from about August | to 20. 
good northern variety of corn planted 
about the middle of May at the rate 
of six quarts to the acre will become 
available about August 10 and can be 
fed whenever needed. The second 
crop of Sudan grass will be ready 7 
cut about August 25 to September |. 
‘(Cowpeas planted at the rate of ne 
pecks per acre about July 1 may De 
fed from about August 25 to Septem: 
ber 10. After this time field corm may 
be used at any time. Sorghum crops 
give good results during these late 
summer months. ;

All the vitamines needed 
for the proper growth of the average 
normal child will be supplied by the 
ordinary mixed diet of vegetables, 
fruits, fruit juices and cereals.’” 

The foregoing theories of the lady 
food expert would be highly inter- 
esting if they contained but a few 
grains of truth. However, she has 
made some statements which are ab- 
solutely false in her zeal to earn the 
approval of her oleo employer. Vita-~ 
mines are not destroyed when milk 
is pasteurized, hence all foods made 
of or containing milk are the strong- 
est of any foods known in these prop- 
erties. They are incidentally most 
lacking in the oleos and have been 
proven so by authoritative tests. Per- 
haps vitamines are present in the 
oleo oils which give the foundation 
for the margarines, as all meats con- 
tain them, but the majority of par- 
ticular people-prefer to get theirs in 
the original statéjsrather than from 
the carcasses and discards of the 
renovating plants. It is*indeed news 
to hear that the. world is..not de- 
pendent upon the dairy industry. 
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If we keep on spurning our own 
product and buying imitation butter 
instead, we may find that the oleo 
lady is right. However, if Uncle Sam 
turns off the dairyman and puts the 
trust of his peoples in the hands of 
our margarine friends, he will find 
that milk and -near-milk, butter and 
oleo, get far from the same results 
in the health of a nation. It occurs 
to me that if we dairy farmers had 
each one been using butter on his 
table instead of the imitation, there 
would not have been such a surplus of 
that commodity, at least, this spring, 
and milk prices would have remained 
up. 





It is also illuminating at this time 
to face facts squarely and inquire the 
reason for the surplus of butter. The 
general use of oleo is the reason and 
it would seem that the time has come 
for a quick awakening and a war to 
the finish for supremacy again. But 
if we use oleo ourselves because it 
is cheaper, we can certainly expect 
that our market will do so. How are 
we going to make our products vital 
again to indifferent people? The time 
has come for action in the dairy 
world. 





Now that the question of substi- , 


tuting corn meal for wheat has come 
up, we wonder how the two compare 
in nourishment. We are told the con- 
trast between Indian corn and wheat 
is a very marked one. Wheat con- 
tains a great deal more protein while 
the corn has a great deal more fat. 
We then ask, “Is the abundance of 
fat in Indian corn a recompense for 
its lack of protein?” Recent investi- 
gations show that the fat in the corn, 
of all vegetable oils, is perhaps the 
one coming nearest being a substi- 
tute for butter. Not that the corn oil 
is equal in any way to butter, but 
experimental evidence shows that it 
is more nourishing than ordinary 
vegetable oils. Therefore, we can 
conelude that corn meal is a valuable 
food. In testing the two on pigs, it 
has been found that, pound for pound, 
wheat and corn grow them alike with 
the same effects.

The 
tendency now is to buy bred two- 
year-olds and the writer is inclined to 
favor the latter. In the first place, 
two-year-olds are a_ better inyest- 
ment than the younger stuff and yet 
not as expensive as the more matured 
cows in milk. 

The committee selected to buy the 
calves should consist of two good 
men, one of whom represents the 
state and the other the local com- 
munity, preferably a farmer endorsed 
by the club. The calves should be 
laid down at cost and a man who is 
not enough interested in the boys and 
community to make the trip for his 
expenses should remain at home. 

Where can the calves be located 
and purchased to the best advantage? 
If anyone can answer this question 
intelligently he will contribute a lot 
to the movement. It is nearly always 
advisable to visit dairy communities 
in states well established in the dairy 
business, provided tuberculosis and 
abortion are not too prevalent. You 
have a larger number to select from 
and as a rule they are more highly 
graded and are better sired. The ex- 
pense of rounding up carloads is less. 
As a rule, more reliable dealing may 
be made in communities where dairy- 
men are well organized and the mem- 
bers have a conscience and realize 
that every good animal they sell is a 
substantial foundation for future 
business and contributes no small 
part to the results of the 10 per cent 
spent in various ways each year in 
advertising their community and 
breed. a 

Even well established communities 
like the one mentioned above have 
undesirable features which purchas- 
ing parties have to contend with. 
More buyers are attracted to such 
communities, dairy stuff high priced 
and pretty well picked over. Very 
quently an abundance of good cattle 
may be had at a very reasonable fig- 
ure by getting out in the jungles, s0 to 
speak, off of automobile roads 
away from such keen competition. 

When the purchasing commit 
reaches the various dairy sections, its 
troubles are just beginning. .

Following are the rules and regula- 
tions governing this register: 

1. The Wisconsin cow testing as- 
sociation Register of Production shall 
be considered a part of the co-opera- 
tive project of the Wisconsin Dairy- 
men’s Association and the University 
of Wisconsin. The supervision and 
control of the register shall be vested 
in the aforementioned co-operating 
parties, and their decision shall be 
final in all matters pertaining to the 
work. The work shall be done under 
the direction of the secretary of the 
Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association 
and he shall authenticate all records. 
Appeals from decisions or rulings of 
the secretary may be made to the co- 
operating parties above described. 

2. Entry in the register is a privi- 
lege and not a right. The secretary 
at his own discretion may refuse to 
enter a cow in the register or issue 
a certificate of registry, provided he 
is convinced that fraud has been re- 
sorted to by the owner, herdsman, or 
tester.

FRENCH HAY SHORTAGE 
SERIOUS. 
To the burden of war and general 
shortage of food in France is added a 
serious decline in hay production. Offi- 
cial reports received by the United 
States Food Administration show that 
the 1917 French hay crop was nearly 
7,000,000 tons less than production of 
the previous year, a drop of about one- 
seventh. This misfortune has serious- 
ly affected the livestock industry and 
supplies for the army.

It is an easy matter to fi 
bred bull for a very reanseaheaiaial 
when buying females. Young bulls 
of very excellent breeding may be 
had for $200 which amount should be 
prorated and added to the boys’ 
notes. The club bull must be put in 
the hands of a good dairyman and 
easily accessible to the majority of 
club members. Any club member 
who refuses to use the club bull 
should lose his membership. If other 
good bulls are available in the com- 
munity the club advisor should give 
the club members special permission 
to use them. 

Where the state calf club movement 
is under the general supervision of 
the college or dairy association, a lot 
of time and expense is saved by pur- 
chasing calves for several clubs on 
one trip. Both Missouri and Illinois 
have had train loads consigned in one 
shipment for the boys and girls in the 
various communities. The organiza- 
tion of a calf club should be agitated 
in a general way with the under- 
standing that on a certain date the 
various clubs should be organized and 
their wants made known to the asso- 
ciation in charge. A train load of 
dairy cattle introduced into any state 
is an educational and advertising fea- 
ture well in harmony with the move- 
ment. 

The entire membership of the club 
should meet at least twice a year to 
transact official business and give 4 
program. If the club is to be alive 
and get the most out of the movement 
they should hold regular monthly 
meetings, have debates, outside speak- 
ers, and instructions in dairy m 
ods. The day the notes are signed 
a definite program for the year should 
be adopted. Such subjects as 
veloping Dairy Calves,” “Use of & 
Purebred Sire,” etc., should be studied 
up and reported on at meetings. Com- 
petitive judging contests shoul 
put on and a dairy short course e 
ranged for. Good dairy books an 
bulletins can be obtained without cost.

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lected because of their capabilities, 
will return to your community with 
stuff you can well be proud of. The 
club members should be called to or- 
der by their distinguished president 
and official business transacted with 
proper decorum but with plénty of 
pep and vim. This should be followed 
by a “brass band awakening” parade, 
community dinner, constructive pro- 
gram, allotting of calves, practical 
dairy talks, and distribution of help- 
ful literature among the members. A 
movement worth starting is worth do- 
ing right. 

Once a year the community should 
stage a calf club show offering the 
usual prizes and program. 


One of the very best ways to keep 
up interest and enthusiasm among the 
members and community in general is 
to conduct well planned and adver- 
tised automobile tours, participated in 
by town and country alike. Nothing 
will mutualize the interests of coun- 
try and town more than to get out 
and rub elbows with your farmer 
friends. Each of the members will be 
greatly interested in knowing how the 
other boys are caring for their calves 
and the general educational value of 
such a trip will be a step in the right 
direction and contribute greatly to the 
success of the club. 


The organization of a second club 
in a community depends almost en- 
tirely on the success of the first one. 
In nearly all communities where the 
calf club has been properly organized 
and supervised arrangements are be- 
ing made for other clubs. In other 
communities where the calf club has 
fallen into the hands of the grafters 
and cheap politicianers the benefits 
of the club have been lost and the 
dairy interests for the community 
could properly be draped in black. 

The calf club movement has been 
responsible for a national dairy awak- 
ening. Thousands of mature dairy 
cattle,were introduced into all parts 
of the United States. 

Last year one northeast Missouri 
county organized seven large calf 
clubs within its bounds and in addi- 
tion 600 matured dairy cattle were 
shipped in. 

Monroe City, Mo., organized a 
grade Holstein club of 100 boys. The 
calves were laid down in Monroe for 
$50 per head, and a few months later 
sold for $80 per head. Most of the 
boys bid their calves in. A purebred 
club will be organized in the near fu- 
ture. Stop and figure what 100 high 
grade dairy heifers will mean to the 
boys and community in -ten  vears’ 
time. Without question many good 
things to be gained justifies continu- 
ation of the movement and every com- 
munity should have one. Each breed 
association should adopt the slogan 
“A calf club for every community.” 

The results of the establishment of 
a calf club in any community will be 
determined largely by the leadership 
which organizes it, the follow-up 
work which is conducted and the in- 
terest which the boys manifest. 

If it fails to interest the boys and 
fails to develop in them a love for 
livestock, if it does not form a per- 
manent attachment of the boy to the 
farm, then the club is a failure. 

The development of dairy interest, 
the bringing in of a better class of 
dairy cattle, the arousing of interest 
among the parents—all these are in-
